An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Regulation 
of  Fixation  of  Pay  of  certain  Untrained 
Graduate  Teachers  and  Matriculate  of 
Automatic  Advancement  Scheme  in  the 
State  of  Andhra  Pradesh  and  for  matters 
connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto.

And  whereas,  in  r;,Q,Ms~tto.  2065,  Edu- 
cation, dated  the  9th  October,  196  7 the 
OcvMvnment  further  directed  that* the  un- 
trained graduates,  untrained  Intermedia 
-Jt-ss  and  Matriculates , who  were  appoin- 
ted as  teachers  be  eligible  to  the  mini- 
mum of  the  time  scale  applicable  to  the 
nrGt,  they  hold  and  not  eligible  to  draw 
any  increments  till  they  acquire  the 
qualification  prescribed  for  the  posts: 

And  whereas,  the  Andhra  Pradesh 
Administrative  Tribunal  in  its  order 
dated  the  15th  September,  1977  in  Trans- 
fer; red  1 W , P , No-  1361/76  directed  that 
even  the  untrained  graduates  in  Humani- 
ties appointed  in  the  Secondary  grade 
posts  in  the  scale  of  piy  of  Rs  * 80-150 
also  should  be  allowed  the  minimum  of 
fts  - 130/-  in  the  scale  of  pay  of  fts .

purpose,  of  extending  the  Special  Grade* 
Spec! nl  temporary  Promotion^  Special  adhoc 

promotion  posts  under  the  automatic  ad- 
Vincent  scheme  referred  to  above  as 
they  were  allowed  the  minimum  pay  in  the 
time  scale  only  as  a concession; 

And  vhe^eas,  the  Anditra  Pradesh  Ad- 
ministrative Tribunal  in  representation 
Petition  t?cs , 17!??  and  1930  of  1935  dated 
th°  27th  December,  1905  have  directed 
the  respondents  to  consider  the  claim  of 
the  petitioners  and  to  confer  the  bene- 
fit of  automatic  advancement  scheme  on 
theu  counting  their  service  as  untrained 
teacher*  contrary  tc  the  intention  of 
th-e  nmen u behind  the  orders  issued 

in  G.O'Kn.Mo*  16 i , Finance  and  Planning 
CFW,  PRC-I)  Department  7 dated  the  1st 
June,  13^2; 

And  whereas,  in  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  by  the  proviso  to  c] 

{5}  of  article  371-D  of  the  Constitution 
of  Indio,  the  Government  annulled  the 
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orders  of  tht  Andhra  Pradesh  Administra- 
tive Tribuna  in  the  R*P.Nos„,  1759  and 
1930  of  1985  dated  the  27th  December, 

1985  in  G.O.f  -,No.  166,  Education  (Ser* 
II)  Departmei  t,  dated  the  24th  March, 

1986  and  G.0-Ne»Ko,  197,  Education  (Ser. 
II)  Department,  dated  the  25th  April, 
1986? 

And  whereas,  the  Supreme  Court  in 
W.P*No*  90  of  1977  with  SLP(c)  No-  2967/ 
77  declared  that  clause  (5)  of  article 
371-D  of  the  Constitution  as  void? 

And  whereas,  the  special  Leave  Peti- 
tion No-  13779-85  of  1987  dated'  the  25th 
January,  1988  filed  by  the  Government 
against  the- orders  of  the  Andhra  Pradesh 
Administrative  Tribunal  referred  to 
above,  was  dismissed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  India  as  barred  by  limitation; 

And  whereas,  the  scope  of  what  was 
originally  intended  to  be  an  incentive 
to  the  Science  and  Mathematics  teachers 
for  a period  of  two  years  only  due  to 
paucity  of  trained  Science  and  Mathema- 
tics teachers 'in  Secondary  Schools  +uuder 
Government,  Zilla  Praja  Parishads,  and 
aided  managements  in  Telangana  area  has 
been  so  enormously  widened  that  the 
Government  , are  forced  to  (1)  pay  the 
minimum  of  Sc.  130/-  admissible  to  trai- 
ned graduates  even  to  untrained  gradua- 
tes in  subjects  other  than  Science  and 
Mathematics  with  subsequent  increases 
due  to  revision  of  pay  scales  from  time 
to  time  and  (2>  pay  the  minimum  of  Ps- 
13C/-  admissible  to  trained  graduates 
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appointed  in  ^School  Assistant) 

pD3te  evf*n  to  the  untrained  graduates 
appointed  in  Secondary  Grade  post*  with 
subsequent  increases  due  to  revision  of 
pay  scales  from  time  to  time  and  count 
the  service  of  such  untrained  graduates 
working  in  Secondary  Grade  ~ Posts  for 
automatic  advancement  scheme  aforesaid 
counting  their  service  as  service  in 
B.Ed.,  (School  Assistant)  posts; 

And  whereas,  the  Government  have  to 
incur  a huge  expenditure^  of  more  than 
ten  crores  of  rupees  seriously  hampering' 
the  developmental  programmes  of  the  State 
if  these  unintended,  financial  commit- 
ments are  not  effectively  stopped; 

BE  it  eanacted  by  the  Legislative 
Aeaembly  of  tho  Stat«  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
in  the  Forty  second  year  of  the  Republic
